In Table 2 is shown the work of the 10 leading sires 
for a three-year period covering 1916, 1917 and 1918.

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Modern Helps in Farming-——Automobiles 


OT most important, but important enough to be 

worthy of consideration as a real asset to the modern 
farmer’s conduct of his business is the automobile. 

The Chicago Tribune published recently a very in- 
teresting article by John N. Willys, one of the nation’s 
widely recognized automobile manufacturers and business 
men. Mr. Willys’ observation from records established 
by the sales of the particular machine he makes caused 
him to report that farmers are buying more than one-half 
of the automobiles made in this country. Here is an in- 
teresting section of his report dealing with this matter: 

The American farmer, representing 33.2 per 
cent of the population of the country, bought 53.1 
per cent of the automobiles last year. The farmer 
is buying automobiles because they have done 
more to lighten labor and change his entire 
plane of living and doing business than any other 
invention since the harvesting machine. 

The government estimates that it requires five 
acres of ground to support a horse. On this basis, 
assuming that each automobile on a farm replaces 
one horse, the automobiles in use on farms today 
alone release more than 10,000,000 acres of land— 
sufficient to support three and one-third million 
people. 

In the business of farming the automobile has 
become invaluable. With it one farmer can raise 
more products and reach more markets. It helps 
him to make up for the depleted labor supply, and 
at the same time aids him in cultivating more acres 
himself more intensively. 


This observation must be quite generally correct, for 
the records of one manufacturing concern are not differ- 
ent, in all probability, from those of others making the 
same selling grade of cars and those of most higher and 
all lower selling grades as well. 

Mr. Willys’ observations are typical of what is occur- 
ing in the entire automobile field. The farmers are buying 
cars—more cars than all the rest of us put together. 

Why, Mr. Willys gives the reasons. It is for effi- 
cency’s sake. Time on every modern farm is an all-im- 
portant factor, under war conditions it becomes of double 
and treble importance. The automobile saves time. There 
is no question about that. When the pasteurizer breaks 
down or the milking machine fails, something must be 
done at once. Perhaps it is a part that must be replaced. 
Mr. Dairyman jumps into his car, skips to town, gets the 
part and is back to set things going right before he could 
have hitched up a horse or team and driven out of the 
yard. Resident labor is hard to get. Day labor from the 
town can often be secured. The automobile brings it. 
These are just one or two instances of the tens and hun- 
dreds that occur in endless succession in the routine of 
farm life where the automobile can, and does, save time. 
We are all familiar with the differences that the auto- 
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mobile has made in the farmer’s market. The automobile 
brings his market close to the farmer’s door. He can 
raise more—a greater diversity—and sell it for more 
money simply because the automobile and the truck 
enable him to reach larger markets more quickly, with 
his goods in better condition and reach them more effj- 
ciently in every respect. 

An automobile is indispensable to the dairyman, It 
is particularly so to a breeder of dairy cattle whose larger 
business interests require even greater conservation of 
his own time. He must have a way to get about easily 
and quickly. His business demands more than ordinary 
application. His days are crowded full of activity and 
business of importance. His automobile gives him a wider 
circle of acquaintances, a bigger local market, a more 
profitable market and all of these with the use of less 
time than the old arrangement provided. 

The dairyman’s land is valuable to him for other pur- 
poses than growing horse feed and as Mr. Willys points 
out, the dairyman’s automobile and truck release many 
acres that otherwise would have to be used for these 
purposes. 

The automobile is a business proposition with the 
farmer. It is used for pleasure, but none would be so 
foolish as to say that such use does not bring good re- 
turns in contentment, happiness and willingness to stick 
to a hard, but a very necessary, task. The use of the 
farmer’s automobile for pleasure is secondary. And no 
one knows that it should be secondary better than the 
farmer himself. 

An automobile on the farm is not a luxury but a con- 
venience—another tool in good hands to make the farm- 
er’s labor more efficient and to increase his earning ca- 
pacity. In fact, the automobile is one of the most efficient 
of the Modern Helps to Farming. 


August and Alfalfa 


UGUST is considered by those who dwell in hot 

and dusty cities as the month of vacations, It is 
the month when the corn crops in Iowa and Nebraska 
and Illinois put in their best “licks.” It is also the month 
pre-eminently suited to start that alfalfa crop that will 
help your Holstein herd get the top places in Superin- 
tendent Gardner’s reports and make records that will 
boost your standing down at the local bank. 

Do you grow alfalfa? If not, why not? There are 
very few sections of this country where this wonderful 
crop cannot be grown. In some sections more care is 
required than in others, but drainage, proper cultivation, 
inoculation and the selection of the right types have 
solved the problem to the almost complete satisfaction of 
practically every dairy community in the country. 

We have read volumes about alfalfa, There isn’t a 
Holstein man who doesn’t know how to grow it and there 
isn’t an excuse in the world for a Holstein dairyman not 
growing it. 

Get busy! Sow: those alfalfa acres in August. 

Speaking of alfalfa there’s an interesting, humorous 
article on it in a recent issue of Hoard’s Dairyman by 
cree Fitch. Here’s what George has to say about 
alfalfa: 


Alfalfa is the greatest known breakfast food 
for cattle. It is a short, curly plant looking like 
overgrown clover and possessing a flavor which 
causes the most blase cow to brighten up imme- 
diately and pass her plate for more. 

Alfalfa is distinguished for the persevering 
manner in which it searches for water. When 
an alfalfa plant begins to grow, it does not erect 
a beautiful and luxuriant superstructure which 
dries up and blows away with the first hot wind. 
It first gives its earnest attention to its roots. If 
water is scarce enough, an alfalfa plant will grow 
downward 20 feet before it grows upward any 
to speak of.. Then while the corn withers and the 
tomato vine becomes exceedingly dejected, the 
alfalfa plant flourishes and gets out three editions 
of hay per year. 

hen an alfalfa plant is firmly established 
it is as hard to root out and eradicate as a con- 
gressman who has been placing government ap- 
pointments where they will do him the most good. 

After a farmer has induced a 100-acre alfalfa 
field to grow blithely through the long, hot sum- 
mer, he leads a gay and care-free life, skimming 
his field with a mower whenever he needs a new 
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automobile, and piling up mountains of alfalfa 
which contribute cheerfully to the high price of 
meat by selling at $15 a ton. Our notion of the 
ideal employment is to hang around home all win- 
ter and spring reading a good book, and _ then 
go out under a four-acre straw hat in the summer 
and able up a few bonds in an alfalfa field. One 
can almost always distinguish an alfalfa farmer 
in California by the careless way in which he 
lights his cigar from a bank note without look- 
ing at the denomination. 

Alfalfa has made many farmers rich and 
happy, but the price of cattle continues to soar as 
if it were inflated with gas. What we need is 
more alfalfa. If all the highways in America were 
planted with alfalfa instead of dog fennel and 
thistles, perhaps there would be room in this dis- 
tressingly prosperous country to pasture a few 
more exceedingly edible cows.

HE feature article of this week tells in graphic form 
just what can be done with a herd sire and better still 
just what he can do for you. 
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A careful study of it will 
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reveal the fact that within the past two or three years 
there has forged to the head of the list sires, that pre- 
viously. were unknown. 

It shows just how it is possible for even century sires, 
with their daughters scattered far and wide and under 
advantageous conditions for development, to go down to 
defeat and even into an obscure position. Today a sire 
with less than half a hundred daughters, even less than a 
third of a hundred daughters, holds first position over all 
sires of the breed and has for the past two years. It did 
not require a great number of daughters to make him the 
sire he is today. The developing of six of his daughters, 
but in the proper way, during the past season has brought 
to him this position. That same development is possible 
with any other sire and under average conditions. 

There is no Holstein breeder today, who feels that he 
is a breeder, who cannot afford to develop all the good 
daughters of his bull. The recompense in prize money 
alone will more than justify the attempt. You know in 
your own mind what the daughters of your bull can do. 
The public does not. Make your herd sire your ally and 
with “development to the utmost” you will be surprised 
at the respect you will command from your fellow breed- 
ers.

BUTTERMILK CHEESE 


Several varieties of cheese can be 
made with buttermilk, either used 
‘alone or added in certain proportions 
to milk or skim-milk. — 

To make a soft cheese from butter- 
milk alone the buttermilk must be 
heated to a very high temperature, 
since, being sour, it is not coagulated 
by rennet. In making this class of 
cheese the buttermilk must be sour, 
and the produce of thin cream, i. e., 
cream yielding three to four pounds 
of butter per gallon. Should the 
cream have been taken off very thick 
by the cream separator, the caseous 
matter is found in suspension after 
heating and cannot be separated from 
the whey. : 

Buttermilk should be sour or acid, 
but as freshly made as possible. If 
sweet it may be necessary to use a 
starter to sour it before attempting 
to make it into cheese. In the small 
dairy, buttermilk should be used for 
cheesemaking as early as_ possible 
after it has been drawn from the 
churn, and ‘it should be as pure—i. e., 
mixed with as little rinsing water— 
as possible. The buttermilk should 
be placed in a clean pail and heated 
by immersion in a copper of hot 
water to about 160 degrees Fahren- 
heit. As the contents of the pail 
get hot, the curd will gradually sep- 
arate. When a temperature of 160 
degrees Fahrenheit has been reached, 
the pail and its contents should be 
placed on one side covered up for 
about an hour. This allows of the 
curd collecting into a mass. When 
this stage is reached the curd should 
be strained. This is done by spread- 
ing a piece of clean cloth over a 
frame provided with a rack or with 
a bottom made of galvanized wire 
netting of one-half inch mesh, with 
three three-fourth inch slats nailed 
lengthwise underneath to clear the 
draining table. The curd should be 
scraped down occasionally and finally 
pressed with a board, weighted with 
a brick until the curd is dry enough 
to make up. It may then be salted 
to taste and made up into one-fourth 
or one-half pound sizes, similar in 
shape to a cream cheese. Moulds for 
one-fourth pound. sizes should be 
made of tinned copper sheeting, 
three and one-half inches long, two 
inches wide and one and one-eighth 
inches deep. If kept cool and made 
from fresh buttermilk, the cheese 
should keep quite good for a week. 
During the heating process the but-

termilk should be gently stirred and, 
when ready for draining, it should be 
strained while quite hot. The finished 
cheese should be smooth and creamy, 

The second method is to mix two- 
thirds of buttermilk with one-third of 
new milk, bring to a temperature of 
80 degrees Fahrenheit, add one dram 
of rennet to each four gallons of mix- 
ture, and stir in the rennet for a few 
seconds only. It should then be al- 
lowed to stand for one hour, when the 
curd should be dealt with as de- 
scribed above. If the buttermilk has 
been used sour the curd will separate 
in a granular form. If fairly sweet it 
will form a firm coagulum, and_ if 
coagulation takes places the curd 
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should be cut with a knife into one- 
half inch cubes at the end of an hour, 
and then ladled out into the cloth- 
covered draining rack. The cheese 
should be creamy in texture and free 
from grittiness. 

A pressed cheese may be made 
with separated milk mixed with not 
more than 20 per cent of buttermilk. 
In this case the buttermilk should be 
used as fresh and as sweet as _ pos- 
sible. The cheese should be made 
up as for Cheddar or for the Dorset 
skim-milk cheese. The addition of 


‘buttermilk in the manufacture of 


skim-milk cheese . greatly improves 
the texture and flavor. A very use- 
ful cheese can be made from mixed 
skim-milk and buttermilk in the pro- 
portions given above, only it requires 
a greater amount of milk to make a

TREATMENT FOR ABORTION — 


The Minnesota Experiment Station 
has issued a special bulletin on the 
subject of the treatment of herds 


suffering from abortion. The follow. 


ing recommendations are given: 

““The ‘genital passage (vagina) 
should be irrigated with a mild anti- 
septic or saline solution. More and 


more we are becoming convinced that - 


coal tar disinfectants should not be 
employed as douches for the genital 
tract. We agree with the noted 
Danish veterinarian, Doctor Albrecht- 


sen who says, ‘I have used many dis- . 


infectant, solutions or astringents, 
some stronger, some more dilute, but 
experience has shown me that me 
chanical cleansing is of chief impor- 
tance while disinfection of the mucosa 
seems to be of less value.’ 


“Tf an antiseptic is used, Lugol’s 
solution of iodine is recommended. 
This should be used in one-half of 1 
per. cent solution, which is approxi- 
mately one tablespoonful of the iodine 
solution to a gallon of lukewarm. 
water. If the saline solution is used, 
add. two tablespoonfuls of common 
salt to a gallon of warm water. We 
recommend the saline solution unless 
considerable sepsis (decomposition) 
and foul odor are present. One gallon 
of the solution should be used at each 
washing. A soft rubber tube one inch 
in diameter may be used, one end of 
which is introduced into the vagina, 


the other end being furnished with a : 


funnel into which the solution is 
poured and which is elevated so that 
the fluid will gravitate toward the 
uterus. Where a large number of cows 
are being treated, a bucket may be 
fitted with a faucet at the bottom to 
which the rubber tubing may be at- 
tached|. The pail can easily be sus- 
pended on a wire stretched from one 
end of the barn to the other. The irri- 
gation should be repeated daily for at 
least 10 days, and then twice a week 
until the discharge has ceased. The 
external genital organs, the tail, and 
the inside of the legs should be 
sponged with a warm antiseptic solu- 
tion twice the strength of the solu- 
tion used in irrigating the internal or- 
gans. This treatment should be applied 
daily to every cow in the stable. If 
the afterbirth is retained, it should, 


‘as a rule, be removed within 48 hours 


following the abortion. In case the 
afterbirth does not come away readily, 
the uterus should be flushed once 
or twice daily with the warm saline 
solution, until the membranes come

TREATMENT FOR ABORTION 
(Continued from page 44.) 


away. Successful removal of the af- 
terbirth is important and, if possible, 
a skilled veterinarian should be em- 
ployed. ; Y 

“An animal which has _ aborted 
should not be rebred until her genital 
organs are healthy. A healthy condi- 
tion of the organs usually can be re- 
stored with proper care, although 
some animals will remain diseased 
even after the best treatment yet 
known has been applied. It is folly 
to breed a cow which has a discharge 
from the uterus. She will not only 
be unlikely to conceive but she will 
also expose the bull to a virulent in- 
fection, thereby tending toward the 
spread of the disease in the _ herd. 
And, further, in case the cow does 
conceive, the fetus will very fre- 
quently be expelled while quite small 
and in a short time the ‘heat’ period 
will recur. As stated, many _ abor- 
tions of this type are not noticed. 

“Tt is impossible to say how long a 
time is necessary for the genital or- 
gans to become healthy. In some ani- 
mals, with the proper treatment ap- 
plied, it may not be more than from 
30 to 60 days. In other animals it 
occasionally takes months of care- 
ful treatment to bring about ‘a nor- 
mal condition. The advice and serv- 
ices of a competent veterinarian are 
a necessity in cases which stubborn- 
ly refuse to respond to treatment. 

“The bull may be prevented from 
carrying the infection by disinfecting 
and mechanically cleansing the sheath 
before and after each service. The 
same kind of an apparatus can be 
employed as is used for douching the 
cows, except that the rubber tube will 
be too large to enter the sheath of the 
bull freely. For this purpose one 
should employ a pure-gum horse 
catheter. Lugol’s solution in one-half 
of 1 per cent dilution should be em- 
ployed. (One teaspoonful to a quart 
of warm water.) The sheath should 
be held by the hand so that it will be 
distended and the fluid will not im- 
mediately escape. The long hair 
around the opening of the sheath 
should be clipped and the surround- 
ing parts bathed in the antiseptic so- 
lution. 

“Sterility, temporary or permanent, 
is a frequent sequel to abortion, and 
it is ofter the result of retention 
of the afterbirth. In cows that fail 
to clean, certain pus-forming ‘organ- 
isms gain entrance to the genital 
passages where they cause temporary 
Or permanent changes.. In herds 
where sterility exists, there is a de- 
crease in milk production, as well as 
a failure to produce calves for the re- 
newal of the herd. In a great many 
instances farmers and breeders breed 
sterile cows every time they appear in 
heat. Frequent service of the non- 
breeding cow not only aggravates the 
condition of the cow but endangers 
the health of the sire as well. The 
treatment of sterility requires surgical 
skill and knowledge and should be at- 
tempted only by expert veteriaarians. 
All cows that fail to breed should be 
examined, the incurable ones sent to 
slaughter, the others treated and put 
into service again as soon as possible. 
It is false economy to sell an animal 
just because she has aborted. Keep 
her and treat her until she is known 
to be sterile.”

LOOK BEFORE YOU QUIT AD- 
VISES THIS DAIRYMAN 


That farmers should observe a 
“Stop, Look and Listen” signal be- 
fore deciding to quit the dairy busi: 
ness is the conclusion of H. C. Tay- 
lor of the agricultural economics de- 
partment of the University of Wis- 
consin, in a recent bulletin, “Price 
Fixing and Cost Accounting.” 

Mr. Taylor, himself a dairy farmer, 
puts the case thus: 

“In deciding upon prices both: the 
farmer and the price commissioner 
should keep in mind the long-time as 
well as the immediate effect. It takes 
decades to build up the dairy industry 
in a community. Equipments require 
time for construction. Years are re- 
quired to build up good herds and 
decades are required to train a whole 
community in the fine art of pro- 
ducing high class milk. When such 
a community is diverted from dairy- 
ing to another line of production, the 
farmers suffer a great loss while mak- 
ing the change and while adjusting 
themselves to new lines of produc- 
tion, after which they may again 
prosper. 

“The records of one year may in- 
dicate that the profits would have 
been greater had the farmer been in 
another line of production, but in 
going over these figures, the farmer 
should look for conditions which 
have made this true. If the condi- 
tions are temporary he should hold 
fast to his present line and recall the 
years when his profits were much 
greater because he was in the dairy 
business. 

“It is easy to disperse a good dairy 
herd, but it takes years to rebuild it 
A much safer plan is to cut down a 
little on the number of cows by cut- 
ting out the least profitable ones, and 
plan to sell more grain and hogs in 
addition to the milk rather than to 
make a radical change in the type of 
farming.”

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DOES SOUR CREAM TEST 
HIGHER? 


Does cream test. more when it is 
sour than when it. is sweet? This 
question has been asked so many 
times, especially during the past two 
years, and it no doubt has caused 
much trouble. Many have been led 
to believe that by holding their cream 
until it was real sour they would be 
given a higher test. This would be 
possible under one condition and that 
is if a can of cream was allowed to 
stand for a long time at a rather high 
temperature, there would be enough 
moisture .evaporate to increase the 
per cent of fat slightly, but this would 


‘be.very slight and in’ that length of 


time the cream would no longer be 
fit for food. Still this would bring no 
higher price for the product as the 
extra per.cent of fat would only make 
up for the-amount of moisture which 
had evaporated. 

To illustrate: If there -were 80 
pounds of sweet cream, testing 30 per 
cent fat, in this amount there would 
be just 24 pounds of :butterfat. Sup- 
posing this was allowed .to stand un- 
til five pounds of moisture had evap- 


orated, this ‘would then: leave 75 


pounds of cream, testing 32 per cent 
fat. It would also yield 24 pounds of 
butterfat and it is needless to say that 
the butter made: from .the 75 pounds 
of so-called cream would not be fit 
for human consumption... Those who 
tell the cream producer that cream 


» will-test more if it is sour, could do 


no bigger injury to the dairy industry, 
as surely he*must realize the effect 
this would have on the quality of the 
butter produced, and. the. price.

On the 22d day of May 1918, the 
question was again asked in this way. 
“How do you know cream will not 


‘test more when‘it is sour?” On this 


same date, the writer tested eight dif- 
ferent samples sweet of one pint each, 
using ‘retested glassware and one of 


the best cneam scales the market has 


to offer, baking these tests in dupli- 
cate and found that they ran as low 
as 16.5 per cent up to 38 per cent. 
They were then kept in air-tight 
bottles and sealed with paraffin to 
prevent the escape of any moisture. 
They were held at approximately 80 
degrees Fahrenheit for 10 days. They 
were then tested again, using the 
same test bottles to avoid any pos- 
sible error and again tested in du- 
plicate. The first results were not at 
hand while the latter were being read. 
In comparing the two results they 
were found to be exactly the same. 


It may be true that in some cases a 
higher ‘test has been reported when 
the cream was sour, especially in thin 
cream.

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FARMERS TO KEEP ACCOUNTS _ 


Farmers in all sections of Iowa 
have taken up the keeping of cogt 
accounts on different farm enterprises 
under the supervision of coun 
agents and farm management dem- 
onstrators from_the extension depart- 
ment at Iowa State College. 

This system of cost accounting has 
been developed for the farmers to help 
them increase their efficiency for war 
production. This system helps them 
to decide what and how much of each 
farm enterprise should be included in 
their farm business. It also helps 


| them to increase the efficiency of farm 


labor. It is believed by officials in: 
charge of the work that the results 
obtained will be of value in helping to 
settle the agitation regarding price 
fixing. 

Corn, hogs and beef cattle are the 
branches of farming upon which the 
most accounts have been started. A 
considerable number of accounts have 
also been established by dairymen. 
Sheep, oats, wheat and sweet clover 
are other farming enterprises which 
have been chosen by farmers for 
their cost account projects. 


CAMPAIGN TO INCREASE 
LEATHER SUPPLY 


To relieve as much as possible the 
unprecedented demand for leather, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture is urging that slaughtered and 
dead animals on the farm be skinned 
with great care. Usually the skinning 
of animals on the farm and the care 
of hides is not given a great amount 
of consideration.and through care- 
lessness many hides. are cut and 
scored- when they are removed. By 
devoting a little extra time and care 
in skinning animals to make sure that 
they are not cut or scored the farmer 
can increase their value on the market 
several times. In tanning hides scores 
show very plainly and in many cases 
one-half of the thickness of the leather 
is lost by such defects. 


One of the great objects of co-op- 
eration is to prevent waste. Waste 
of products means always waste of 
labor and waste of money invested. 
There are many skillful farmers who 
have become expert in producing, but 
what they gain by their skill in pro- 
ducing they lose in marketing or in 
the purchasing of their own supplies. 
Waste can be reduced only by build- 
ing up systems of mutual help in mar- 
keting, in purchasing, and in other 
phases of farm work.
